I HA.VE the honor to submit the Commissioner’s Annual Report on the’ 
administration of the Ajmere-Merwara district for the year 1881-85, and in so 
doing I would bog to explain the reason why cei'tain of the points touched on in 
Government of India Resolution No. 1806 I, dated the 3rd of June 1885, have 
apparently passed unnoticed. In forwarding copy of the Resolution in question 
to the Commissioner, his especial attention was invited to the criticisms therein 
offered, hut, previous to his receiving it, a large portion of the report herewith 
forwarded had been already compiled, and in deference to the order of Govern- 
ment directing its punctual submission, I have thought it better to avoid the 
delay which revision must necessarily have entailed. I would only add that 
the points animadverted upon by GoA'crnmcnt will not be lost sight of, and 
that due notice will be accorded to them in future reports. 

'2. Perhaps the most noticeable event in connection with the Commission- 
ership which occurred diu'ing ISSl-SS, was the transfer to Bernr of Mr. L. S. 
Saunders, C.S., who had held charge of the Cominissioncrship of Ajmere- 
Merwara ever since its constitution in 1871- Tin’s officer enjoyed a well- 
deserved popularity throughout his charge, and his departure occasioned 
widespread regret. 

3. PolicG. — The Imperial Police having been strengthened by the enter- 
tainment of 1 Head Constable and'4 constables as an increase of establishment, 
the strength of the force now stands at 627 as against 622 in 1883-8-1. As re- 
.I)orted last year, the improved rate of pay sanctioned by Government was 
granted with effect from the 1st of April 1881. The increased expenditure 
amounted to slightly over R9,000, but, as was anticij)ated, a marked imjwove- 
ment in the conduct of the Police has resulted from the change. The number 
of men punished fell from MO in tlic previous year to 65, and there were but 
30 dismissals or desertions, as against -18 in 1883-81. 

1. Generally the figures of the present report compare not unfavorably with 
those of preceding years. Convictions were obtained in all the six murder 
cases, and the offences of robbery, lurking, house-trespass, and cattle stealing 
appear to have been less common. ■ 

There is an increase as compared nith 1SS3-S1 in the amount of stolen 
property recovered, and of the whole amount of over 1159,000 stolen, 
1120,000 is set down to two cases, and the increase thereby satisfactorily 
explained. 
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5. Criminal Justice —Tlie sum total of offences lironglit up for trial 
lias again risen and readied 5,182, as compared mth 4,810 in 1883-84. 
The increase is chiefly found mider the heading “ Assault,” and the Commis- 
sioner notes that the cases wore not, as a rule, of a serious nature. There was 
a slight falling off in the percentage of convictions and in the realization from 
fines, and the average duration of cases is higher by two days than in the previ- 
ous year ; but generally the report may be considered satisfactory. 

6. A third year has passed without a case of murder coming to light in • 
Merwara, and in the sis cases which occurred in Ajmere, the perpetrators were 
brought to justice. 

7. The magisterial work of the Tehsildar of Ajmere has been further re- • 
duced, a large proportion of the cases which come before him are said to be 
petty ones, and the District Magistrate is of opinion that he needs no further 
relief. It will be noticed that the returns of punishment by solitary confine- 
ment, simple imprisonment, and wliipping compare unfavorably with the 
figures given in last year’s report. 

8. Mr. Plowden has submitted the information in regard to Sessions, the 
omission of wliich was noticed in paragraph 4 (5) of the above-quoted Grovern- 
ment of India Resolution. 

9. "With regard to the High Court of the Chief Commissioner, the follow- 
ing is a brief summary of the work done during the year ; — 

Rorty-nine criminal cases were decided during the year, in 5 of which 
the Sessions Judge had passed sentences of death on the accused. Out of these 
6, the Sessions Judge’s proceedings were confirmed in 4 instances, while on 
the fifth the sentence was commuted to transportation for life. 

In 17 criminal cases the sentences were either reversed or modified'; in the 
remaining 27 the decisions of the lower courts were upheld. 

There were no cases requiring enhancement of sentence, and no instances 
of appeals against acquittals. 

In aU appeal cases orders were passed after perusal of the files of the lower 
courts’ proceedings. 

10. Jail. — ^During the year under review 2,254 persons were confined in the 
Ajmere Jail, or 90 more than in 1883. Eight hundred and ninety-three were re- 
ceived and S69'discharged; and 652 of the incomers were sentenced to terms of im- 
prisonment not exceeding six months. The statement of punishments appears to 
show that while the number of crimes has increased, they have been of less 
enormity than in former years. 

11. The conduct of the prisoners would seem to have been better, only 
69 cases of breach of jail i-ules having been detected, and it will be observed 
with satisfaction that corporal punishment was resorted to in 26 instances only, 
.as against 64 in the preceding year. The general health was excellent and 
there were no escapes. 

12. The net expenditure chargeable ' to Imperial revenues was S17,848 

as against R29,478 in 1883, the decrease being under the head of Public 
■Works Department expenditure, while a slight increase in the cost per head of 
each prisoner is due to a change in the system of accounts., Eactory operations 
continue to yield increasing profits, and the jail is apparently in a prosperous 
condition. ' ' . 

13. Civil Justice-— Ho acem-ate compaidson of the figures given in the 
present returns with those of the preceding year is possible, inasmuch as the 
present statements have been compiled in accordance with the new forms for 
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annual returns : but the number of cases instituted (9,1861 shows a consider- 
able increase in litigation, wliicli may in some measure be accounted for by the 
fact that, under the new annual statement 4 (Civil), Part I, reviews are now in- 
cluded. No return of suits against agriculturists is rec[uired for the newly- 
, adopted statements. • ' ' . ‘ ' ’ . 

I4i. The number of pending suits has again risen, but it is explained that 
the increase is niore nominal than i*eal,' being duelo the chance fact that a very 
large number of cases wei'e filed at the very close of the year. 

16. The average duration of cases, both contested and uncontested, was 
less than in 1883, but I regret to note but little improvement in the execution 
of decrees. ; 

16. Of appeals, including 40 pending from 1883, there were 257 for disposal, 
and of these 231 were settled. 

17. In the High Court of the Chief Commissioner 101 civil cases were 
decided during the year. 

There were two suits under the Land Acquisition Act against the Secretary 
of State for India, in which about R8,000 each had been awarded as compensa- 
tion, the claims exceeding a little over 5=20,000 and 30,000 respectively. In 
both these cases the awards of the lower court were upheld. 

As the Commissioner of Ajmere-Merwara is empowered to try second 
appeals, the number of this class of suits coming before the High Court for 
adjudication are few. 

. Appeals were filed against the decisions of the Commissioner passed in 
second appeals, but as these could not be entertained under the existing enact- 
ments, and therefore stood upon no legal basis, intimation was sent to the 
Commissioner that they were inadmissible, so that he might instruct the local 
bar to desist from filing them. 

Most of the cases had then to be admitted under section 622 of the Civil 
Procedure Code. 

A recent decision of the Privy Council, reported in the January Number 
of the Indian Laio Heports, Calcutta Series, for the year 1885, tending to curtail 
the very extensive powers of revision hitherto exercised by High Courts, 
resulted in a slight decrease in the number of applications accepted under 
this section. 

Tile Court had often to notice the unsatisfactory nature of pleadings, but 
it is hoped that the proposed regulation for the admission of legal practitioners, 
which is now before the Government of India, may result in the acquisition by 
this district of a competent and well-trained bar. 

18. Eegistration. — One thousand two hundred and fifty-fi.ve documents, 
or 11 more than in 1883, were registered during the year, and the surplus at 
its close, for the utilization of which the Commissioner has been requested to 
submit proposals, amounted to l,911i 

19. Municipal Administration* — {Ajmere MtmicipalUy.) — During a 
considerable portion of the year under review, the action of the Committee was 
necessarily limited to deliberations on the various sanitary reforms needed, and 
the ways and -means requisite to meet their cost. 

The details of the water-supply scheme have, owing to several causes, had 
to be materially altered, the alterations extending its scope considerably. The 
project is now estimated to cost about R2,60,000, and is well advanced 
towards completion. ‘ ’ 
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Q'o wards the end of Noremher 1884, work Tras started on a 2-feet Tramway 
sanctioned for the purpose of ra^ndly removing the sweepings of the city to a 
distance of over 3 miles — a sanitary measure of acknowledged vital necessity. 
This scheme, which provides effective means for the collection of all sweepings 
at the Tramway station, is estimated to cost R 86, .5 60, and is now in progress. 

About the end of January 1885, additional special taxation, estimated to 
yield an income of R25,000, was sanctioned, raising the sum set apart for 
special objects to R47,000. Octroi duties formed the only tax, whether for 
ordinary or special purposes, the incidence per head of population being 
Rl-5-6. 

On the Consei-vancy and Police establishments considerably larger sums 
were spent than in the preceding year. 

I'hc Committee has, under the able presidency of Dr. Husband, invariably 
taken a keen interest in the discharge of its duties, and the President speaks- 
highly of the time and labor which several of the members have devoted to 
Municipal administration. 

' 20 Iffimicipalities in the interior. — {Becnonr and Kelm ). — The octroi 
receipts at Beawar improved to the extent of about 10 per cent, on the preceding 
year’s income, owing entirely to a lai’ger importation of oil seeds. The Com- 
mittee had in hand at the end of tlie year a balance of R60,036, inclusive of 
R46,000 invested in Government promissoiy notes. The rates of consump- 
tion of sugar, gur, and oil seeds per head of population at Beawar indicate 
that the quantities taxed greatly exceed those required for local consumptions 
but it is hoped that the revised octroi refund rules, which have been lately in- 
troduced, will secure an exemption of the general ti’ade from octroi duties. The 
income of the Kekri Municipality has somewhat improved, but the closing 
balance was R2,927 as contrasted with R3,36S for 1883-84. 

21. Forests. — The area reserved has, during the year under review, been 
increased 'from about 140 to about 148 square miles. This now represents about 
10 per cent, of the total khalsa ai’ea. An area of about 33,000 acres or 60 square 
miles has also been selected for the formation of village reserves under the Be- 
gulation now before the Government of India. 

Breaches of forest rules numbered 90, as compared with 67 for the previous 
year. In the Ajmere district the number of cattle impoimded for trespass in the 
reserved area increased from 1,295 to 2,297. This unsatisfactory result is attri- 
buted to the scarcity of fodder which prevailed outside tlie reserves, owing to 
the failure of rains in Ajmere dmlng the preceding season. In Merwara, where 
the area reserved is about 17 per cent, of the total area, the cattle trespass shows 
a satisfactory decrease, all the reserves having been opened for grazing earlier 
than in Ajmere. The number of cattle admitted into the reserves for grazing 
jmrposes was 13,086, as compared with 5,279 for the preceding year. 

The year under review was favorable for plantation work, and full advant- 
age of it appears to have been taken. 

The revenue increased by about 28 per cent., but still fell short of the ex-, 
penditiire by R5,S60. IS’ early half this increased income was produced by 
the higher grazin g duties realised during the year. Grass and grazing contributed 
nearly half the total revenue. On the whole satisfactory progress appears to have 
been made during the year. 

22. Public Works.— A police station was begun at an estimated cost of 
RG,G14 at Sawur in the Ajmere district, and nearly completed when the year 
closed. Considerable progress was made on the restoraiion of the marble 
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pavilion in tlie Dow'lat Bagli at Ajmere, and certain bnilclings under construction, 
during tbe last. two years in extension of the central jail at Aimere, have been 
finislied. 

,■ A pi’oject for a further extension of the jail, in order to relieve overerowd- 
itig, has since been sanctioned by the Government of India, and awaits the pro- 
vision of the necessary funds. 

No new roads were commenced, but a diversion of tbe Imperial road at 
Ajmere, highly desirable in the interests of tbe Railway and of the town gene- 
rally, has been completed at a cost of RH,892. 

23. District Funds . — The closing balance of the year under report amount- 
ed to R33,804i, as contrasted with R26,526 for the preceding year, the in- 
crease being chiefly due to less having been spent on roads than road fund re- 
ceipts for the year admitted. 

The improvement of the Sura Ghata pass, mentioned in last year’s report, 
was in progress, a sum of R4<,186 having been spent thereon during the 
year. 

24. Trade : — Railway. — There was an increase in the total number of 
inward and outward passengers to the extent of about 6 and 3 per cent, respect- 
ively ; the increase on the goods trafiic was still greater, the inward traffic 
having increased by about 8 per cent, and the outward by about 6 per cent. 
These favorable results are due mainly to an- increase in the import traffic of 
Ajmere, and the export traffic of Beawar. From the latter station, an export of 
9,482 tons of raw cotton took place, as compared with 3,000 maunds for the 
preceding year. The total imports of sugar amounted to 11,673 tons, as con- 
trasted with 14,159 tons for the last year, the consumption of sugar having 
been affected by the temporary cessation of mandage festivities of Hindoos. 
It is, however, not possible to judge of the extent to which the decrease above 
noticed represents a diversion of the generartrade. 

On the whole, the trade statistics seem to indicate the progress of a steady 
development. 

25. Irrigation- — During the year under review no new irrigation work 
was. under construction, and, excepting some minor improvements to existing 
tanks, the entire exj^enditure of the year occurred on maintenance, experiments, 
revenue collection, and special surveys for new schemes. 

In the course of the summary settlement which came into force in the 
year under review, the water revenue was re-assessed, the result being a con- 
siderable increase in the sums due to direct irrigation and in tbe share of land 
revenue credited to tanks on account of percolation benefiting tbe wells below 
them. 

The total number of the works assessed to water-revenue also increased 
from 296 to 366. 

The assessed gross revenue for the year amounted to E:l,20,426, or R25,246 
more than that for the preceding year. 

Inclusive of the balance outstanding at the close of the preceding year, 
the total sum to be collected amounted to Rl,45,960, of which a sum of 
Rl,03,562 was realized. 

The percentage of profit on capital outlay (R15,45,174, including indirect 
charges R68,923) for 1884-85 is 4*23 per cent, against 4-27 per cent, for 
1883-84. Thenollection of tbe year 1883-84 included , the large realization of 
the water-rates outstanding on account of the spring crops extensively irrigated 
during 1882-83, the best irrigation year ever secured, while the revenue collect- 
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ed during 188-1-86 represents to some extent tlie results of tlie less favorable 
year, 1883-81. The rains -were favorable both to agriculture and to tbe filluig 
of tbe tanks. Crops, valued at Rl,17,701, were protected by tbe tanks, and tbe 
incidence of water-rates on tbe value of tbe crops varied from 32'8b to H'l^ 
per cent. 

26. Eevenue and Finance-— The revenue demand in tbe year under re- 
view sank from R3,91,580 to 8:3,85,652, tbe decrease being attributable to tbe 
unfavorable rains of 1883. Eemissions, cbiefly on account of land occupied 
for public pm’poses, amounted to 81,781, and tbe outstanding balance of uncol- 
lected revenue at tbe close of tbe year was .82,452, a figure wbicb compares 
favorably with tbe corresponding item last year. 

But 8810 were paid in Tuccavee advances during 1881-85, and as 81,761 
were recovered on account of previous loans, tbe balance advanced at tbe close 
of tbe year was only 86,863, both in Ajmere and Merwara. I regret to note a 
very marked f alKng off in operations undertaken for tbe construction and repair 
of wells. 

27. A further decrease in tbe opium trade and in tbe export duty realised 
tbereon, is cbiefly attributed by the Commissioner to tbe competition with 
Mandisor, wbicb enjoys tbe advantage of lower rates of duty in addition to 
being nearer to Bombay. 

28. Tbe income realised from excise has reached tbe highest figures yet 
recorded, 1,25,129 : the increase being cbiefly noticeable in the receipts on 
account of country liquor. The farm for tbe years 1885-86, 1886-87, and 
1887-88 has been sold for 81,17,000 per annum, or nearly 811,000 more 
than tbe price realised for tbe year under review. It is hoped that good results 
will accrae from the experimental introduction of a modified form of tbe 
Bombay Sudder Distillery system. 

29. Tbe revenue from stamps has risen by nearly half a lakh, tbe increase 
being most marked under the beads of Foreign Bills, Hundis and Eeceipt 
Stamps, tbe small demand for wbicb was remarked last year. Tbe explanation 
offered by tbe Commissioner appears tbe only one wbicb can be arrived at, but 
I am by no means confident that this year’s high figures will be maintained. 

30. The rainfall in Ajmere was nearly 21 inches, as compared with under 
11-| in 1883-81, and in Merwara 28 J as compared with slightly over 20. 

• Tbe 8abi harvest was good, and though some of the crops suffered from 
tbe abnormally heavy fall, and others from tbe heavy winds, prices generally 
remained considerably lower than in tbe preceding yeai’, though much incon- 
venience was experienced on account of scarcity of fodder. 

31- Educatioil- — Under the instructions conveyed in Home Department 
letter No. 231, dated tbe 7tb of August 1881, tbe Jail School is no longer in- 
cluded in tbe list of public educational institutions, which otherwise remains 
unchanged. Two new private schools w’ere opened during the year, and tl-.e 
number of students on tbe rolls of schools of both classes was 7,171, or 131 
more than in 1883-81. Imperial revenues were charged nltb 811,792 on 
account of education, and local sources supplied the balance of tbe 863,121 
expended during tbe year. 

32. Two hundred and thirty-nine boys were attending tbe Government 
College, Ajmere, at tbe close of tbe year, and tbe income derived from fees 
amounted to 82,067. 

33. Two but of three candidates were successful in tbe Calcutta First Arts 
Examination, and five out of eleven in tbe matriculation test, figures which 
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compare favorably witb those of 1883-84 : the date of the Calcutta Uuiversity 
Examination having been altered from November to April, it was found neces- 
sary to discontinue the winter vacation, and prolonged holidays in the hot 
weather have been substituted for the two shorter vacations previously granted. 

34. The Ajmere City Branch School has 75 additional pupils and the 
Hulka-bundi primary schools have made good progress during the year : gener- 
ally there appears to liave been considerable improvement both in point of 
number of scholars and in regularity of attendance ; the rising standard of in- 
struction in. the Ajmere City Branch School is especially satisfactory, while 
the European and Eurasian Boys’ and Girls’ School is apparently in a thriving 
condition.

D uring tlio year under review Mr. L. S. Saunders held office as Commissioner of Ajmere- 
Merwara until tbe montli of February, when be was transferred to the Commissionersbip 
of tbe Hyderabad Assigned Districts, and Colonel W. Tweedie, C.S.I., was appointed to 
succeed bim. 

2. Tbe year 1884-85 was on tbe whole a good year: tbe rainfall was above tbe average 
throughout tbe district. All tbe tanks in Merwara filled and most of them overflowed. Tbe 
rabi crops were generally good, but tbe kharif suffered from an absence of rain during tbe cri- 
tical months of July and August, when there was a long break. Tbe want of fodder was also 
badly felt, and in order to lessen tbe pressni-e almost all tbe forest tracts in Merwara and a few 
in Ajmere were thrown open for grazing. The year, though healthy on tbe whole, was signal- 
ised by a severe outbreak of cholera. The first ease occurred in May, and was attributed by 
some to importation from Aligarh; and e.arly in July the disease assumed an epidemic form. 
Tbe rate of mortality was higher than that in the epidemic of 1883-84. 

3. Tbe revenue was easily collected, and the outstanding balances at (be end of the year 
were only 112,452. Tbe summary settlement sanctioned in Foreign Department letter 
No. 4185 I., dated tbe 1 Itb November 1884, was introduced during tbe year, and tbe assessments 
.took effect from kharif 1293 Fasli. 'The land revenue collections amounted to H3, 84,434, 
as compared with 513,92,906 in the preceding year, tbe decrease being due to a diminution 
of water revenue (amounting to 5114,94!)) caused by tbe deficient rains in 1883, which left 
but little water in tanks for the irrigation of rabi crops. The receijrts from stamps and excise 
were 512,27,460 and 511,25,129, as against 511,80,370 and 5190,072 in 1883-84. The sudder 
distillery system has been adopted in this district experimentally, and will, it is hoped, produce 
satisfactory results. 

4. Crime shows a slight increase in tbe number of reported offences and in that of cases 
brought bp for trial, but tbe offences charged were not in the main of a serious character. 

5. Tbe cost of tbe police amounted to 511,00,690, against 5191,511 in 1883-84. Tbe 
increase is due partly to tbe revised sc.ale of tbe imperial force meutioned in last year’s report 
having been . introduced from tbe 1st April 1884, and partly to tbe augmentation in the 
strength and pay of tbe Municipal and Cantonment Police which took effect in' tbe latter half 
of tbe year 1883. The total strength of the entire police force was 027 ag.ainst 622 in 1883, 
The conduct of tbe force was good, and there was a large decrease in punishments. 

The cases of cognizable crime reported by tbepolice numbered 2,734 ag.ainst 2,764 in 1883. 
The success of the police in detecting crime m.-ij- be tested by comparing the total number of 
offeuees known to have occurred with tbe number of convictions. It wdl be observed that tbe

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total number of such cases decreased by 24, while those in which convictions were obtained 
numbered 1,555 against 1,340 in 1883. There was a decided diminution in the more serious 
hinds of crime, with the exception of murder and culpable homicide : the former shows an in- 
crease of three cases and the latter that of one. No case of murder occurred in Merwara. The 
number of non-coguizable cases increased from 1,945 to 2,388, but this increase may be due to 
greater activity on the part of the police than to any actual increase of crime. 

6. The total population of the jail increased from 2,164 to 2,254 during-the year under 
review. The health of the prisoners was decidedly good, and there were only two deaths during 
the year. The sanitary condition, it may fairly be said, was also commendable, as no case of 
cholera occurred in the jail, although the disease prevailed in the city and suburbs in an 
epidemic form. The number of punishments of convicts for misconduct also shows a diminu- 
tion when compared with the previous year. The punishments ordinarily took the form of 
solitaiy confinement and reduction of diet, and the number of persons punished with whipping 
was less than last year. 

7. The litigation in the Civil Courts shows an increase during the year. The greater 
number of suits were for money, especially on written obligations, and for moveables. The 
cases were decided as a rule without undue dela)', and the average duration both in contested 
and uncontested eases was shorter as compared with last year. The number of appeals has 
also declined. 

8. The conservation, of forests and reserves continues to show steady progress. An area 
of about 3,000 acres was acquired during the 3 ’ear for forest purposes. The fire protection was 
not wholly efficient — about 474 acres were burnt. Silo -experiments were tried in both dis- 
tricts, but they were unsuccessful. The financial results compare favonrablj', and the propor- 
tionate deficit is less than that of last year. 

9. The general administration of the municipalities has been satisfactory. The new cOm-' 
mittee in the town of Ajmero appoiuted^by election in 1884 has laboured strenuouslj" to phice 
the administration of the town on an efficient footing. 

Progress has been made both with the scheme for supplying Ajmere with pure water and' 
with the couservancj’’ tramwaj’', but neither has j’Ct been completed, though it is hoped that' 
the tramway will be in working order shortlj'. The levy of increased taxation to enable the 
completion of these long-pending works has been sanctioned by the Local Government. 

10. A steady progress is apparent in education. There is a marked increase both in the 
number of pupils and in the average daily attendance. Primary' education is becoming popular 
in the villages, and if funds were available some addition.al schools might advtintageouslj’' be 
established. Female education is still very backward. The results of the Universitj' examina- 
tions were comparatively good. 

Part II.— ADMINISTEATION OP THE LAHD- 
COURT OP WARDS. 

- During the j’car under review there were eleven estates under the management of the 
Court of Wards, including the Junia estate, which, though made over to Rao Kalian Singh in 
November 1883, w.as retained, in part, under management until 24th July '1885. 

2. jMr. Saunders, the late Commissioner, was in charge of these estates till his transfer on 
the 16th February last, when he made over the m.anagemeut to the Assistant Commissioner of 
Ajmero. 

8. Under the orders of the Commissioner and District Judge, dated the 14th February 
1885, Dewnn Gias-ud-din Khan, Sajj.ada-Nashin of Dargah Khw.aja Sahib, was declared in- 
competent to manage his affairs, and consequently his estate was again brought under the 
superinTendence of the Court of Wards. 

At the close of the yc.ar, therefore, the total number of estates under management (includ- 
ing that of the Dewauji) was twelve. 

4. The total income and expenditure of the eleven estates, i.e., exclusive of the Dewanji's 
estate, amounted, during the year under review, to R92,488 and 111,12,505 respectively.

7. The increase to Imperial Police sanctioned by the Government of India came into force 
on 1st April 18S4‘, and the Police was strengthened by one head constable and four constables. 
The pay of rank and file was also increased, and these changes involved an additional cost" of 
E440 per mensem. 

The expenditure from Imperial revenues amounted to E79,609 against S75,2n, showing 
an increase of E4,398, and that from other sources K21,0S7 against RIG, 300. 

The increase in expenditure from other sources is due to the revised scale of the Municipal 
and Cantonment Police being brought into force in its entirety in the latter half of the 
year 1883. ,

9. The above figures show that the number of dismissals, resignations, desertions, and re- 
tirements has much decreased, while mortality has slightly increased. Sixty-three recruits were 
enlisted during the year, and 58 vacancies filled up ; the remaining 5 were utilised to 
strengthen the force. 
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10. Discipline and Conduct. — The conduct of' the police has been satisfactory on the 
whole, as is evident from the fact that only 20 head constables and 45 constables, against 35 and 
105, respectively, last year, received any punishment this year. 

11. A sum of S712 was awarded to the police in 1884 against E2,225 in the preceding 
year, which indicates a consideraljle decrease. The amount paid in 1883, however, represented 
to a considerable extent the result of work done in 1882.

13. Cognizable Offences. Cognizable cases reported during the year number 2,734' against 
2,764 in 1883, indicating a decrease of 30. In Ajmere there lias been a decrease of 216 cases, 
which occurred chiefly in burglaries, while there has been an increase of 186 cases in hlerwara! 
The increase of offences in Merwara, specially in Beawar, may he attributed to carelessness of 
the police. Stringent measures were at once adopted to remedy the evil, and they proved 
' successful.

'Number of persons arrested rose from 2,480 to 2,970, and of those put on trial from 2,075 
to 2,761 ; convictions increased from 2,002 to 2,337, but the percentage of convictions to arrest 
and convictions to trial fell from 80'72 to 78'68 and 96‘4S to 84'64 respectively. 

23. Offences against Property.— The total value of property stolen during the year was 
E59,048 against Eo3,099 last year, and the amount recovered is said to have been worth 
S20,110 against S18,052'in 1883. The increase in the amount of stolen property is attribut- 
, able to (1) the Peesangan robbery ease, in which the value of stolen projierty was nearly 
R1 2.000, no p.art of wliiob lias as yet been recovered; (2) the case of criminal breach of trust 
in Ajmere in which a sum of H8,000 _wns embezzled by a Gumashta who was arrested and 
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convicted. Tbe value of stolen property in burglaries and thefts amounted to El 8,9 G 6 and 
S17,303 respectively. 

24r. Uon-cognizable OiFences. — The police were employed in investigating 2,383 cases of 
non-cognizuble offences against ],945 in tbe lastj'ear, indicating an increase of 413 eases. 

Persons arrested or summoned in these cases number 5,825, or just 820 more than in 1SS3. 
Of these only 1,437 were convicted and 4,280 acquitted or discharged.

29. In 1884 the District Magistrate disposed of 295 e.ases as compared with 157 in 
1S8S, the iucre.ose being in the Ajmere District. Of tbe increase in tbe number of cases dis- 
posed of by tbe Ist class Slagistrafcs, 202 cases were in the Court of the Cantonment Magis- 
trate, Nasirabad, 76 in that of the Judicial Assistant Commissioner, 43 in the Extra Assistant 
Commissioner’s Court, and 8 in other Courts. In the report for 1883 a deero.ase was noticed 
in the number of cases tried by tbe Telisild.ar of Ajmere, .and in tbe yetir under review there 
has been a further decrease, vh., from 267 to 243. Tlie District Magistrate is of opinion that 
the Tcbsilclar’s criminal work is not bivavy, as many of bis cases were compounded. 

30. Tbakur Umed Singh of Sawar w.as invested with the powers of an Honorary Magis- 

trate of the 3rd class in May 1884, and the Deputy JIagistrate of Kekri. was relieved of the 
charge of that Court. ' . ‘ ■ 
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31. Sessions were held in Fehruaryj hlarch, June, July, August, October, November, and 
■December; and the trials of prisoners occupied a total of sixteen da 3 ’s in the year. The 
longest period for which a prisoner committed for trial before the' Court of Sessions remained 
in custody after commitment and until sentence was seventy-eight days, and the shortest period 
five days. Orders have recently been issued intimating that, in future, sessions wilt be held 
on the first Tuesdaj’ of every month, and Magistrates have been directed to arrange their 
committals accordingly. One result of this measure will he that the maximum period of 
detention in custody of under-trial prisoners will rarelj’-, if ever, exceed thirty days. 

32. Tiie total number of offences reported during the j'ear was 6,065 ; of these, 738 were 
dismissed under section 203 of the Criminal Procedure Code, and 14-5 were struck off for want 
of evidence.

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36. Six persons were tried for mnrdor; of these five were sentenced to death, but in one 
case tlie sentence was commuted by the Chief Commissioner to transportation for life. Includ-. 
ing 49 persons committed to the Sessions Court and the High Court, Nortb-'\Yestern Pro- 
vinces, the total number of aceused persons brought before the Magisterial Courts was 8,995. 
Their attendance was secured chiefly by arrests wtbout warrants and by summons. Cases 
concerning 8,H32 persons were disposed of, and 18 persons died or were transferred. One 
hundred and forty-five persons remained under trial at the close of the year. 

37. The total number of persons tried at sessions was 55, including 5 persons ■whose 

cases were referred to the Chief Commissioner under section 374, Criminal Procedure Code. 
Of these, 43 were convicted, 3 acquitted, 5 referred, and 4 remained under trial at the close of 
the year. ^ 

Seventy-three miseellaneons eases were disposed of by Magistrates, in which 61 persons 
were discharged and 114 were convicted.

45. There is a general increase in the number of appellants. In the Courts of District 
Magistrates^ 109 appeals were filed against 47 in the previous year. The percentage of appeals 
to appealable sentences passed has risen greatly. 


46. Including the cases pending from previous year, there were 259 persons for disposal. 

Of these, 5 appeals were rejected. In 183 instances the sentences of the lower Courts were 
confirmed, in 41 cases they were modified, and in 12 reversed. Eighteen appeals remained 
undisposed of at the end of the year. , ' - 

47. It is understood that the remarks of the Government of Indiai in the Foreign Depart- 
ment, in para. 4 of Resolution No. 1S06J., dated 3rd June 1885, refer to the powers conferred 
upon Magistrates by section 435, Code of Criminal Procedure, to call for the records of inferior 
Courts.

60. The ratio of reconvicted admissions to first offenders has increased from 6‘02 to 9'58. 
Twenty-four juvenile prisoners were admitted during the year, against 87 in 1883, of whom 2 
had been convicted once previously. 

, 61. Conduct and Discipline- — For breaches of jail rules, 69spersons received punishment 
against 98 in 1883 j 11 for smoking or having possession of forbidden articles, 19 for offences 
relating to work, 38 for other offences j 25 prisoners were sentenced to corporal punishment, 15 
to solitary confinement, 23 to reduced diet, and 6 to other punishments, 

62. There were no escapes during,the year : the two escaped convicts at largo from pre- 
■vious years have not been recaptured as yet. 

63. Education. — Tlie education of the prisoners is conducted as heretofore, and the pupils 
were examined twice during the year by the Inspector of Schools, who consideied them to have 
done well'. Of the 887 admissions, 61 were able to read and write a little, and 17 well; tho 
daily average under instruction was 78*35. 

64:. Food and Clothing. — Remains unaltered, and there has been no change in the diet 
of the prisoners. The Ibod was good, and vegetables were supjjlied from the jail garden from 
March to August, when the supply was exhausted owing to deficiency of water in the well; 
purchases were made from the market. 

65. Employment of Con'victs. — Of the total average number of prisoners, 9*89 were not 
sentenced to labour. The average number under sentence of labour on working days was 
457*61, of whom 5*75 were sick and 2*4-7 convalescent and infirm. The number employed 
on manufactures was 292*05 — 143*31 on prison duty. The usual industries were followed- 
Some extra work was entailed on the convicts : they had to bring water from a distant well, 
as the jail supply ran short in the hot weather ; and a gang of prisoners was employed from 
March to November on the building of the new doubled-storeyed’barrack.

113. Octroi- — The total octroi income amounted to Rl, 05, 127, exceeding that of the 


previous year by Rl,f 60. In Ajmere the receipts on account of special taxation exceeded 
those of last year by a sum of Rl ,823, the increase being due to additional taxation sanctioned 
by the' Chief Commissioner to meet the cost of the water-supply and conservanc}’ tramway 
schemes. The diminution amounting to R2,0S7 under head “Ordinary” occurred chiefly in 
(1) drugs, spices and gums, and (2) cloth, and is said to be due partly to the few marriages 
which, through the frequency of inausjncious days, took^dace among the higher classes of the 
Hindu community, and-partly to the exemption of opium and poppy juice from payment of 
octroi.

128. General Establishment Charges.— Tlie Inrgc incre.nse of E6,42'l in the General 
Establishment charges of the Ajiiien; hlum’cipalitj'’ is explained by the employment of a Secre- 
tary on 51200 per mouth and bj' the enhancement of the pa}' of both the English and 
vernacular clerics employed at the Head Oltieo, for the better management of an efficient 
control over the municipal affairs and finances. The pay of the Octroi Superintendent .also 
was increased from RfiO to 7U, and an extra Jloluirir appointed to assist him at the Head 
Octroi Office. Four peons for patrolling within Municipal limits were engaged dirring the 
year. 

129. PolicB. — The Police charges were in excess of those for the previous year by K.3j079 ; 
this is due to an increase in the nnmei'ieal strength of the town force. 

130. Conservancy. — The couservanej^ charges amounted to E20,501 against 55.15,732 ; 
in last yc.ar. The large increase under this head is .accounted for b)' the purchase of IG new 
wooden and 18 iron carts, together with the necessary number bf bullocks for drawing 
them. The sanitary condition of tlie city as compared with previous years shows considerable 
improvement; and the subject is one which requires the unremitting care .and attention of 
the hlunicip.al authorities.

BEAWAR. 

132. The expenditure in Beawar amounted to 1127,4.73 against 5525,433 in the pre- 
ceding year. A sura of Rl,900 was .spent in. purchasing a plot of laud for a site for a 
Municipal market, which will include a Court for the Honorary Magistr.ates to transact 
business in, and a local museum. Conservancy arrangements were generally good. The total 
expenditure on Public Works amounted to 553,-3 1-9 against 15.3,939 in 1883-84. TlieMuni- 
cip-al School at Beawar was maintained solely at the expense of the Municipality and 
shows continued progress in all respects. The Industrial School sanctioned by the Chief 
Commissioner was set at work in hfarch 1S84, and a sum of R]jl46 w.as spent dming 
the ye.ar under review in repairing tlm old j.ail building so as to provide the requisite 
accommodation, and in purchasing materials, such .as looms, cotton and woolen thread, &c. 

KEKSL 

133. This small JIunicipabty continues to work in a s.atisfactory manner. The e.xpenses 
on conservancy arrangements ainnunt’-'d to R3 10 ag.aiiist 55 !5 7 in last year. Tlie charges on 
public gardens fL-11 from 550.51 to 55Jo5. Other iieins do not call f.ir any remarks.

She p and goafs declined by 27,0t2, v,-liicli is e.xplaiued by the outbreak of disease 
amongst them. Tlie cows and bullocks iitiinbered 154,820 against 152,300. The number of 
plougbi is said to liave incro.asod from 22,107 to 22,-520. 
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FORESTS. 

136. Areas — An avon of about 3,{t00 acre;? or 5 squaro iniie;; was aibled dining- the year 
to the tracts under eoiiservation, and the total area now stands at 9i, ISO acres or US .square 
miles. 

137. Financial Results. — The financial results for'lhe past two years stand as follows: —

There has been an increase both in income and expendituie, and the proportionate deficit 
is somewhat less than that of last year. 

138. Breaches of Forest Rules. — ^The prosecutions for breaches of forest rules show an 
increase of 17 cases as compared with the figures for 1883-,S4. The Assistant Conservator 
of 'Forests disposed of 4S cases, involving 12.‘3 persons, against 30 c.ases and 01 persons in the 
last year. Out of 4-8 cases tried by the Magistrates'’ convictions were obtained in 43 cases 
affecting 103 persons. A sum of R78 w.as realised dopartmont.all^' as eomjiensation for losses. 

139. Cattle impounded. — ^The total number of e.attle impounded during the year w.as 
4,200 as against 3,043 in 18S3-S4. The incre.ase is attributable to the scarcity of fodder; 
subsequently the blocks in Ajmcre were opened for gra7,ing. 

140. Grass and Grazing.— Owing to the very short monsoons of 1883 and the scarcity 
of fodder, almost all the tracts in Merwara were thrown ojien for grazing. In Ajmere also it 
was allowed wherever tracts wore opened upon applications by the villagers concerned. Upwards 
of 13,000 head of cattle were admitted to graze and the dues realised a total sum of SI, 985. 
In hlerwara the liberty to graze was gr.anted both to right-holders and to other persons as well. 
For the period between 15th October and the end of November, a total number of 4,841 grass 
permits were given to the villagers of Ajmere, authorising them to cut grass from the forest 
reserves, while the people of hlorwara were allowed to cut for five months from November to 
March 1885. The revenue derived from the sale of grass and grazing duos amounted to 
So, 167 against S4,563 in 1883-84. 

141. Fire Protection. — 'I'he results of fire protection were not wholly favonrahle, for 474 
acres were burnt, hut this area consisted merely of grass land. The total es[)enditure incurred 
on fire protection amounted to SO 17. 

142. Meteorological Observations. — The prescribed observations of rainfall .and of 
temperature and humidity were taken during the year and call for no remark. The results were 
normal. 

143. Ensilage. — Silo 'experiments were made during the year both in Ajinerc and 
Merwara. The results were uot s.atislactory, and calUe would not readily eat the preserved 
fodder.

Tlie total number o£ irrigation works, either used for direct irrigation or benefiting 
dhi lauds, has, during the summary setlloment> been recorded as 36G, being an increase of 70 
over the number on record in 1883-84. 

1G4. The total assessment during 18S-4-S5 was El, 20, 476, and including the arrears of 
previous years, the amount for collection was ft 1,4 6,0 10. Of this 111,628 were remitted. 
1139,806 did not fall due till June 1885, and R904 remained outstanding on the 31st Jfnrch 
1885. The actual collections were, therefore, ftl,03,612 as compared with Rl,10,523 in 
1883-S4-. This decrease is due to the exceptional poorness of the rains of 1883 which left 
little or no water in the tanks for irrigation of the rahi crops of 1884. 

165. The total area assessed in 1884-85 was 82,131 acres as compared with 28,538 in 
1883-84. The area actually irrigated was however 21,780 acres against 22,560 in 1883-84, 
and tlie increase was therefore onl}' in the protected area. The decrease in the irrigated area is 
due to the absence of any necessity for watering previous to sowing, as owing to the late and 
heavy rains in September the spring crop was able to germinate without aiTificial irrigation., ' 

IGG. The average rainfall of the whole district was 24‘37 inches in Ajmere and 28’57 in 
Merwara. There was a long break in August 1884. Owing to the violence of the storm at 
the end of the mins a number of tanks in the Ajmere district were breached.' 

167. Tlie double-cropped area increased from 3,810 acres to 9,072. 

16t. The total estimated value of cri.ps irrigable by the tanks was ft4,47,704, and the 
percentage of water revenue on the value of crops was 16*25 against 13*73 in the preceding 
year.

175. Talravi Advances. — There was on the 81st M.ireh 1SS4 an outstanding b.ahcnco of 
H7,784, and advances amounting to 31840 were made during the year under review, making a 
total of 338,024. Out of this sum 311,701 were recovered, leaving a balance of 336,863 out- 
standing at the close of the year.

' 176. Opium. — During the year under re\uew the number of chests of opium brought to 
the scales at the Ajmerc Tehsil again fell from 177^ to 130. The export duty retilised by 
himdis p.ajMhle in Bombay amounted to 3391,800 against 331,19,812 in the preceding year. 

177. The decrease is .attributable to the following reasons : — 

' (ff) Mandsour is itself a large opium market and on the w.ay to Bomb.ay. Anj’’ opium 

that is not disposed of there is sent down-countiy. 

(i) Maudsour opium, or opium sent from Mandsour, is said to he of good quality, and 
traders therefore prefer making their consignments from that town. 

(c) The duty at Flandsour is lighter b)' 3325 than at Ajmere. 

'{( 1 ) Tlie opium of this district is chiefly grown in the Merwara sub-division and is 
collected by tbc traders at Nayanaggar, wbicb is 33 miles distant from Ajmere. 
It is clearly against the interests of the traders to send llieir ojrium to tlie scales 
at Ajmere where the duty is hc.avier and the most remunerative market further 
removed. The trade in opium in Ajmere itself is comparative!}- slight, and almost 
all the opium sent to the sc.alcs here from Nayanaggar and its neighhonrhood 
would in the end have to he consigned to down-country traders. 

178. The consignments of opium .despatched from Ajmere to the riinjah rose from 
l,21Sj^l1Js. to 1,431 .ilhs., and brought iu 331,722 as dutj- (.at one-fourth of the ordinary e.xport 
rate) .

ISO. The income from country spirits shows a steady rise of late. The farm for the 
cnri'ent and two succeeding' years has been sold for both districts together for S 1,17,000 per 
annum against El, 03, 610 in 18S4-85. The Bombay sudder distilleiy sj'stem introduced last 
year in a modified form is being worked experimentally, and good results are expected from its 
introduction. The increase in the revenue derived from the sale of farm of opium, chandu, &c., 
is partly* due to the fact that the farm of opium was sold bj' auction on the 1st October 1883 
for the first time, and the figure for that j’ear includes only six months’ income from this head. 
There was also a healthy competition among the bidders for the farm during the year under 
review.

193. Suits to which Government was a Party. — Including arrears, there were 6 origi- 
nal suits and 3 appeals for disposal to which the Government was a party. Of the 6 original 
cases 5 were decreed in favour of Government, while one case rvas decided in f.avour of the 
plaintiff. The appeals wore determined in favour of the Government. The total value of 
decrees passed in favour of the Government w.as El,027. Of this.amount R313 were recovered. 
There was only one case pending at the close of the }'ear, which was remanded, on appeal, by 
the Chief Commissioner, and includes a sum of S311 out of the hal.ance of E714 for recovery. 

194. Land Acquisition. — There w’ere 4 new cases of land acquisition for public purposes 
comprising au area of nearly 30 acres, most of which were for railway purposes.

195. General Remarks. — The year under review was more prosperous for the cultivators 
than its predecessor; the rainfall on the whole was good, but the kharif crops suffered partly 
from want of rain and partly from excessive rains. Tne prices remained lower owing to good 
harvest. The scarcity of fodder was much felt :u the district throughout the year.

193. Suits to which Governraent was a Party. — Including arrears, there were 6 origi- 
nal suits and 3 appeals for disposal to which the Government was a party. Of the 6 original 
cases 5 were decreed in favour of Government, while one case was decided iu favour of the 
plaintiff. The appe.als were determined iu favour of the Government. Tlie total value of 
decrees passed in favour of the Government w.as 311,027. Of this.amount 31313 were recovered. 
There was only one case pending at the close of the year, which was remanded, on appeal, by 
the Chief Commissioner, and includes a sum of 31311 out of the balance of 31714 for recovery. 

194. Laud Acquisition. — There were 4 new eases of laud acquisition for jmblic purposes 
comprising an area of nearly 30 acres, most of which were for railw.ay purposes. The total 
compensation paid during the year under review, including transactions of jjrevious years, 
amounted to 3121,051. 

195. General Remarks. — The year under review was more prosperous -for the eultivators 
than its predecessor; the rainfall on the whole was good, but the kharif crops suffered partly 
from want of rain and partly from excessive rains. Tiie prices remained lower ow’ing to good 
harvest. The scarcity of fodder was much felt in the district throughout the year.

226. Cholera, malarious fevers, and ophthalmia have increflsed. The heavy rainfall of 1884 
' probably accounts for the persistence in large increase of malarious diseases, 

227. The other diseases show a marked diminution as compared with that of former years ; 
this is due to the year being a healthy one, with the exception of malarious fevers. 

228. A severe visitation of cholera was. again unfortunately experienced during the year. 
Of the cases seen by the Medical Staff (361), 171 died, besides 50 fatal cases reported by the 
Police. The first case of cholera was imported into Ajmere from Aligarh in the month of May, 
and early in July it re-appeared and assumed an epidemic form in the city, its suburbs, and the 
railway quarters. 

229. A few cases occurred in the district around Ajmere, but not of an epidemic form. 
There were 144 major operations under treatment : 93'06 per cent, were cured, C persons died, 
leaving 4- under treatment. Minor operations numbered 2,739 against 2,435 in 1883. 

230. The General Superintendent of Dispensaries and Vaccination inspected the Ajmere 
Dispensary on the 24th November 1884, and the Civil Surgeon, Ajmere, visited and inspected 
the following dispensaries on the dates entered opposite them|: —

245. Tbe diminution in the number of public institutions is accounted for by tbe exclusion 
of the Jail School from tbe returns during the year under review, in accordance with instructions 
conveyed in the Government of India letter, No. 231, dated 7th August 1884 (Home Depart- 
ment) . Excluding the boys of this school for the year 1883-84, the actual increase in the num- 
ber of scholars on 31st March comes to 147.

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253. Ajmere Govei’ninent College.' — The total numher of hoys attending the college at 
the. close of the year numbered 239, as compared with 225 in 18S3-S4', indicating an increase 
of 14 scholars j but the average monthly number fell from 236'6 to232‘44. The average daily 
attendance slightly increased from 214'39 to 216'33. 

254. The total expenditure amounted to R26,9fi2* as 
contrasted with R28,39o in the preceding year, and the cost 
per pupil (direct and indirect) fell from 31120-0-2 to- 
31115-11-8. 

255. Tlie income from fees brought in 312,067 against 52,090 in the preceding year.

257. The Syndicate of the Calcutta University having decided that the University examin- 
ations which had hitherto been held in November should in future be held in the month 
of April, it has been necessary to discontinue' the winter vacation of six weeks, and to increase 
instead the hot weather vacation. 

258. The result is that the term now extends over ten months, and the continuous work 
during the winter months ensured by the arrangement as well as the longer period of rest 
during the heat of summer have been proved advantageous. As regards examinations, three 
hoys went up for the First Arts examination, two of whom passed, and the third only failed 
in one subject — ^English. At the Entrance examination the Ajmere College passed five out 
of 11 candidates. The results of the Middle Class examination have not yet been promul- 
gated, hut there is room to hope that 8 bo^'s, out of the 1 6 sent up, have passed. 

259. The junior classes were examined by the College Staff and the results were generally 
good. The teachers have all -worked with their accustomed zeal and diligence. With reg.ard 
to Mr. Harris himself my experience of Ajmere is too limited to enable me to form any 
positive opinion ; but so far as my knowledge goes, this gentleman’s work appears to have been 
conscientiously and carefully performed. 

260. The boarding house at the college was maintained at its full strength throughout 
the year, and is thoroughly appreciated by the people. 

261. During the year under review IS pupils have obtained public employment on salaries 
ranging from 510 to 536. 

262. Secondary Schools. — The number of secondary schools has undergone no change 
during the year under review, and the work in them is summarised in the following tabular state-

2G9. hlost of those schools show progress in respect to their efficiency, numbers, and 
attendance : and the general results of the year under review are fairlj' satisfactory. 

270. The increase of the cess in the current settlement luas enabled ten monitors to bo 
appointed during the current year.. But during the year under review the want of monitors 
was much felt. 

271. The Assistant Commissioner of hlcrwara reports that tho Tehsildars have shown 
energy in looking after the schools and in inducing people to send their children. Lieutenant 
Cornish also adds that attempts have been made, and in some places successfully, to induce 
the Zaildars and Lumhard.ars to interest themselves in getting lads to go to school. 

272. Suitable atjcommodatiou is much needed for the Masuda and Pranhera schools. At 
Masnda the Kao and the inhahilaals agreed to contribute E300 for a kutcha huildiii", but the 
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Eao has not as yet fulfilled his engagement, and only B8S have so far been realised from the 
inhabitants,- a sum which is inadequate for the purpose in need. As regards Pranhera, the 
villagere have subscribed B.200, tbe Court of Wards has paid RlOO on bebalf of the minor 
Thakur, and tbe balance required will be provided from the District Punds. 

273. Ajmere City Brancll School. — ^The number of scholars attending the school at the 
close of the year was 617 against 442 on the corresponding date of 1883-84, showing an 
increase of 75 boys. Tlie average monthly number during the year under review stood at 
491’42 against 390‘24 in the preceding year, and the average daily attendance at 456'51 
against 361'24. The income from fees amounted to S805, exceeding the receipts of the 
previous year bj' H93. This shows that improvement has been made during the year, and that 
the popularity of the institution has not diminished. The standard of instruction in this 
school has been raised without prolonging the period of study from the ninth to the eighth 
class standard ; and it is probable that if the advantage now gained be fairly maintained 
daring the current year, it will be found advisable to close the eighth class in the Government 
College. Increased accommodation is much needed, and proposals for enlarging the existing 
building have been under consideration. 

274. Beawar City Branch School. — ^The number of scholars returned on the 3 1st 
March 1885 shows an improvement on the preceding year. The .average monthly number 
rose from 164'10 to 167'86, but the average daily attendance has very slightly declined. The 
school maintains its former position, and the results of the examination are pronounced satis- 
factory. 

275. Girls’ Schools. — The number of girls’ schools has undergone no change, but the 
number of. pupils on the rolls declined from 104 to 98. On the other hand, there is an increase 
in the average monthly number and the daily attendance. Almost all tbe girls are Hindus. 

276. European Boys’ and Girls’ School. — This school is now under the management 
of the railway authorities, and satisfactory progress has been made during the year under 
review. The number on the rolls has increased from 38 to 71. The average monthly number 
cm the rolls and average daily attendance also exhibit considerable improvement as compared 
with the figures of the preceding year. Of tbe 71 scholars 28 were girls. 

277. Training School for Masters. — There wore 20 lads under training during the year 
under review. There has been no difficulty whatever in filling the vacaneies, for the applica- 
tions for admission have been numerous. The system introduced last year of employing normal 
school pupils as naibs in the first instance has worked well so far as it has gone : there are now 
5 lads employed in this w.ay. 

278. Training School for Mistresses. — The number of women under instruction in this 
school was the same as last year : all of them are Brahmin widows. The general management 
was satisfactory, 

■ GENEKAL MISCELLAKTEOUS. 

279. Pokhar Pair. — The annual Pokhar Fair lasted from the 30th October to the 3rd 
November 1884. The fair was not as well attended as usual, the main reason being, it is said, 
tlie prevalence of sickness in Rajputana at the time ; 13,564 pilgrims were brought by railway 
to visit the fair. The police and conservancy arrangements were satisfactory. Tlie statistics 
of cattle brought to .the fair for sale are shown in the following comparative statement : —
